NEW POSTERS 


My picture shows one of two new London Transport 
posters by Barnett Freedman. They are autolitho- 
graphs and were drawn on the stone by the artist him- 
self instead of being lithographed by the printer’s staff 
from the original drawing. These are delightful 
examples of Mr. Freedman’s work, which I always find 
refreshing and cheering. These posters make one 
remember the English summer. LT say that it is 20 
years since they had an autolithograph poster—it was 
by Mr. Freedman. I hope it will not be 20 years until 
the next. More Freedman, please. 


NEW SHOWROOM 


I luckily chose the only fine day in August to pay 
a belated visit to the new Carter Showroom at Poole. 
Mr. Cyril Carter is an excellent guide, and allowed me 
to dawdle or rush past as I liked while he provided 
information on pottery manufacture, the history of the 
firm and his father’s economics in running it. 

The Poole Pottery is one of the holiday sights of the 
Bournemouth area and each year some 45,000 people 
pay a shilling to be taken round and shown the works. 
To avoid visitors getting in the way and inadvertently 
being pushed into one of the electric kilns a special 
route has been devised which gives a bird’s eye view 
of much of the proceedings. 

The buildings are old and have been developed piece- 
meal. They have now been tidied up without spoiling 
the charm of their grouping, colour and texture. At the 
end of their tour visitors pass across a flat roof and 
look down on a factory enclosed space laid out earlier 
this year as a garden by Miss Brenda Colvin. Although 
not fully established the garden is already very pretty. 
Visitors next pass into a pottery showroom where they 
may buy Poole Pottery rejects at much reduced prices 
—the faults in many of the pieces being so small as 
to be negligible. 

Up to this point the uninformed visitor has probably 
not connected Poole Pottery with the Carter Group of 
Companies. The new showroom fills the gap. 
Designed by Frankland Dark it is reached by descend- 
ing a staircase from the showroom, so that all the 
visitors must pass through it. Many of the Companies’ 
products are incorporated in the floor, walls and 
furnishings of this pleasant room and samples and 
colour ranges are shown in racks and special fittings. 
Miss Colvin’s garden opens from the showroom and a 
paved area shows off more Carter products. The high- 
spot of the showroom is a curved mosaic panel by 
Hans Tisdall which I thought most excellent. It has 
tremendous depth of colour and delightful texture. The

actual pieces of mosaic are mounted on a coarse hessian 
which is fixed to a prepared plaster surface. 

A fully equipped samples store and technical enquiry 
office opens directly from the showroom. 

Judging from the interest being shown by many of 
the visitors the new showroom should considerably add 
to the value of this admirable method of advertising 
Carter’s wares. 


THE RADIO SHOW 


I have already expressed my views on Hi-Fi 
enthusiasts on this page, I see that Punch shares them. 
Hi-Fi musical reproduction is an admirable means to 
an end. It is only when it becomes the end as well that 
it becomes the end. V.H.F. broadcasting has revivified 
sound Radio while T.V. continues to boom like the 
moronic programme demands of its viewers.

Pre- 
sumably the L.C.C. plan will now be adopted. 


ONE UP BRITISH RAILWAYS 
(E) ARCHITECT 

I am weary of complaining about British Railways 
and it is good to be able to pat them on the back. 
King’s Cross Station waiting rooms are being re-done 
and refurnished with furniture especially designed by 
Robin Day and made by Helle and Company. 

A combined ashtray and litter bin was designed 
by the B.R.(E) architect and made by Conran Furni- 
ture. I am not sure that I like it very much, but it may 
work very well.

NO OLDHAM TOWN HALL 
COMPETITION? 


The Oldham Society of Architects is very cross with 
the Oldham Town Council because its Finance Com- 
mittee has decided to appoint a Nottingham firm of 
architects to design its new Town Hall. It is reported 
that the R.1.B.A. suggested that a competition should 
be held. This advice seems to have been ignored. This 
situation would never have occurred in Scandinavia 
where the competition system is firmly established as 
the method of choosing architects for nearly all 
important buildings. 

It is not too late for the Oldham Council to change 
its mind. A post-war Town Hall competition would 
create great interest and there is always a chance that 
it might produce a masterpiece. 


NEW FLATS AT BOULOGNE 


I saw these flats under construction when I was last 
in Boulogne; they looked rather uncomfortably spaced 
and needed some sort of connecting brick. They have 
offices on ground and first floors, and flats above. The 
architect is M. Pierre Vivien.

Minister Rejects Barbican Committee’s Plan 


The Minister of Housing and Local Government, Mr. 
Duncan Sandys, announced last week his decision on the 
New Barbican Committee’s appeal against the City Cor- 
poration’s refusal to give outline planning approval for 
their scheme, the lengthy enquiry into which was held by 
the Minister's inspector, Mr. S. J. Docking, in the Guild- 
hall seven months ago. 

The scheme put forward by the Committee dealt with a 
474 acre site between Aldersgate Street and Moorfields, 
most of which was devastated in the war. 

The New Barbican Committee’s plan illustrated in the 
A.&B.N. 14:10:54 included five tower blocks between 200 
and 300 feet high containing offices and some flats and shops 
at the base; six seven storey blocks of flats, warehousing 
and industrial development shops, restaurants and a 
cinema. Three floors were to be underground and two 
of them would have car-parking space for some 3,000 cars, 
An open space of a little over three acres was also to 
be provided around St. Giles, Cripplegate, and the Roman 
Wall; an adjacent site of four acres was reserved for a 
trade hall and an hotel. 

In a letter to the Lord Mayor, Mr. Sandys explained 
that, “ not without regret,” he had felt obliged to reject the 
scheme because it would involve erecting extensive new 
factory, office and other commercial premises, which would 
create a large amount of additional employment and thus 
increase the already serious congestion in the City. 

“TI cannot believe that it is good for the City to be 
choked by day and deserted by night. A better balance 
between commercial and residential use would, I am sure, 
benefit everybody in the long run. 

“T am convinced that there would be advantage in 
creating in the City a genuine residential neighbourhood, 
incorporating schools, shops, open spaces and other 
amenities, even if this means foregoing a more remunera- 
tive return on the land. Apart from providing dwellings 
for office workers, this would help to bring back some life 
to the City outside business hours.” 

Mr. Sandys urged the City Corporation, who own much 
of the area, to create there a substantial residential neigh- 
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bourhood including not only flats, but also schools, shops, 
open spaces and other amenities. He said he had been 
greatly. impressed by the imaginative character of the 
scheme put forward by the committee, which “ will give a 
much needed stimulus to fresh thinking about the nature 
of future development in the City.” Mr. Sandys added: 
“ Congestion is London’s most serious and intractable plan- 
ning problem and we cannot afford to do anything which 
would make it still worse.” 


Cumbernauld New Town’s First Housing 


The authorisation of a first housing unit of 300 to 400 
houses at Cumbernauld marks the first constructional 
move in the creation of this projected new town. 
Cumbernauld is envisaged as a partial solution to the 
problem of congestion of the Clyde Valley, the necessity 
for transfer of population from Glasgow where almost 
all the available land has been built up. 

The housing unit will be located to the south east of 
the existing village of Cumbernauld on a site adjoining 
the Stirling-Airdrie (A73) main road. Most of the houses 
in this first unit will be allocated between employees in 
the new Burroughs Adding Machine Ltd. plant, tenants 
from Glasgow and the local waiting list of Dumbarton 
County Council. 

Burroughs are locating a major 72-acre factory unit to 
the north of the housing site on the main Glasgow-Stirling 
(A80) route. Work has already begun on this site in 
preparation for construction of the plant on which it is 
intended to proceed with maximum speed. To this extent 
Cumbernauld is fortunate in having a major existing 
industry locating within its borders. 

Present indications are that this major site will not be 
the only industrial unit in the northern area; plans are 
preparing for a similar site in the same area which could 
accommodate a factory unit equally large, so that in due 
course this part of the new town should form a very 
compact and substantial industrial zone. Arrangements 
are also envisaged for the creation within the town of 
several other smaller industrial zones; sites for these 
remain to be determined in the light of work now 
progressing. 
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International Federation Of Surveyors 


The Permanent Committee (or governing body) of the 
International Federation of Surveyors is holding its annual 
reunion at The Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
12, Great George Street, Westminster, S.W.1, from 3rd to 
7th September, 1956. 


The International Federation, whose origins date back to 
1878, is composed of the leading professional society of 
surveyors in each of the following countries: Argentine, 
Austria, Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Holland, Israel, Italy, Luxemburg, Poland, 
Sweden, Switzerland, United Kingdom, United States of 
America. The British constituent is The Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors. 

The President of the International Federation is Pro- 
fessor Roelorfs of the Geodetic School at the University of 
Delft in Holland; Professor Willem Baarda of the same 
university is the Secretary-General, and Herr A. Govers of 
Utrecht is the Treasurer. This is the first time since 1934, 
when the Fifth International Congress of Surveyors was 
held in London, that The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors has been the host at a reunion of the International 
Federation. 

In addition to four sessions of the Permanent Committee, 
a varied social programme has been arranged for delegates 
and their ladies, including a Reception kindly given by the 
Rt. Hon. The Chairman and members of the London 
County Council; a Banquet to be held in the Hall of the 
Worshipful Society of Apothecaries in London; and visits 
to the Ordnance Survey, the Department of Colonial 
Surveys, Windsor and the New Town of Crawley. 


Special Display At The Design Centre 


A special display, to illustrate the work of the Council 
of Industrial Design’s Record of Designers, is to be held 
at The Design Centre from September 10-29. 

The employment of trained designers is essential to a 
progressive design policy and to this end the C.o.I.D. 
offers industry, in the Record of Designers, an extremely 
useful service. The aim of the Record, which has over 
2,000 designers on its books, is to provide the manu- 
facturer who has a design problem with a short list of 
possible consultant or staff designers with special qualifi- 
cations for the particular job. During 1955-56, 547 such 
enquiries were handled by this free service, covering the 
widely differing requirements of product design for the 
engineering industries, furniture, pottery, glass and textiles, 
display and exhibition design, interior design, packaging, 
clothing and graphic and commercial art. 

The exhibition will show actual examples and photographs 
of some of the work done as a result of the Record’s 
recommendations over the last few years. Three typical 
products—a refrigerator, a kitchen cabinet and a range of 
biscuit packs—will be illustrated in case history form, 
from the manufacturer’s initial approach through the 
designer's sketches to the final article. 

It is hoped that this exhibition will encourage business 
concerns who may not have been aware of this service, 
to seek advice from the Record on their design problems; 
and dispel some of the erroneous ideas about industrial 
designers which have in the past clouded their relation- 
ships with executives in industry.

Law and Administration 


HE parties to a contract, and especially a building 

contract often show a touching faith in the virtues 
of an arbitration as the desirable method of settling a 
dispute. Despite frequent and well-deserved strictures by 
the Judges, arbitration proceedings continue to be popular 
with contracting parties. Such proceedings are thought 
to be cheaper than the courts of law, which 
they usually are not, considered to be quicker, which 
they are not, and believed to lead to more acceptable 
judgements, which they usually do not. Arbitration does 
sometimes mean less publicity and is sometimes geo- 
graphically more convenient and highly technical matters 
are sometimes more easily dealt with in this way. Parties 
would, therefore, often be well advised to provide in 
their contract that arbitration shall be used for some 
kinds of disputes and the courts used for others. Usually 
there is an all-embracing arbitration provision in the 
contract which the signatories quite often live to regret. 
In any event, disputes quite frequently reach the courts 
sooner or later. 


Settling A Dispute 


One such recent case was that of Government of 
Gibraltar v. Kenny. In this instance a quantity sur- 
veyor was engaged to render professional services in con- 
nection with the erection of a block of flats and related 
buildings in Gibraltar. The contract provided “If any 
dispute or difference shall arise or occur between the 
parties hereto in relation to any thing or matter arising 
out of or under this agreement the same shall be referred 
to... [an]... arbitrator”. After the work was completed 
disputes arose. An arbitrator was appointed as agreed. 
The surveyor claimed, among other things, that the con- 
tract had been frustrated and he was therefore entitled 
to be paid for the whole of the work he had done on a 
quantum meruit. Alternatively he claimed compensation 
under the Law Reform (Frustrated Contracts) Act, 1943 
in respect of work performed by him up to the date of 
frustration on a quantum meruit thereafter.

Law and Administration cont. 

The government of Gibraltar, who had, of course, 
agreed to the arbitration clause, then claimed that the 
arbitrator had no jurisdiction to hear the claims men- 
tioned above though they agreed he could hear others. 
They made this contention on the ground that these 
claims did not arise out of the contract and were there- 
fore outside the ambit of the reference to arbitration. 
The court would not accept this, saying: 

“This clause very widely incorporates a difference or 
dispute in relation to ‘any thing or matter arising out 
of’ as well as ‘under’ the agreement and, in my view, 
everything which is claimed in this arbitration can be 
said to be a dispute or difference in relation to anything 
‘arising out of’ the agreement”. 

The Judge in this case also observed that in his opinion 

“It would greatly inconvenience any further pursuance 
of this dispute if the view which I took of the matter had 
been different and I had to give effect to the claim which 
is made (by the Plaintiffs) and make a declaration that 
this particular dispute had to be tried in two parts, partly 
before the arbitrator and partly before the court. There 
may be cases where there is a clear separation of issues 
and one or more may be said to be wholly outside the 
submission, but I do not find that to be the case here 
and, as far as I can visualise it, great difficulty would 
ensue if my order had to be to the contrary”. 

Mr. Justice Sellers added that if the matter had been 
one for the exercise of his discretion he would still have 
decided for the Defendant for “good sense and good 
reason . . . do not justify a separation of the issues of 
the claim”.

The House of Ideas 


NTIL the 18th of the month, a full-scale mock-up 

of the living area and kitchen of the House & 
Garden house designed by Kenneth Capon of the 
Architect’s Co-Partnership, is on view at the Tea 
Centre, Lower Regent Street. The architect was com- 
missioned to design a house for a hypothetical family 
of husband, wife and two children. 

Not including professional fees and the price of the 
plot, the house would cost £4,500 and is intended to 
be built either in the country or suburbs. The family 
would have a car but no servants. Construction is 
timber and a 3ft planning module was taken as the 
optimum dimension for doors, windows, baths and 
structural members. 

Capon’s plan is simple. From left to right he took 
the children’s bedrooms, playroom, kitchen, dining- 
living, study and finally parents’ bedroom; linked them 
up in a square and left a sun-deck in the centre. The 
total floor area of these rooms is 1,270ft sq. Then he 
raised the whole unit on reinforced concrete stilts to 
first floor level leaving a garage, tank room and boiler 
on the ground level with space for future expansion 
and storage. An outside and an internal staircase, in 
addition to the ground level rooms, provide wind 
bracing. Ceiling height is 8ft. 

With efficient heating beneath the 3ft plywood panel 
floor, the architect has opened up the plan and made 
much use of large windows and openings—either closed 
by sliding panels or left open. Large sheets of glass 


need a frame and by using timber for this it was a 
logical step to use timber for the fabric of the whole 
structure. 

The carcass is in hardwood Karooing and outer 
walls are cedar boarded panels with internal partitions 
Parana pine. Cavities between the outer skin and 
internal plasterboard wall facing are Fibreglass filled. 
A further lining of Fibreglass is between the plaster- 
board ceilings and asbestos-based mineral felt laid on 
the Stramit insulating strawboard roof covering. Insu- 
lation can be further improved by double glazing all 
the non-opening windows. 

All plumbing is internal and protected from the 
weather. In the bathroom, piping is concealed in ducts 
and the cistern to the lavatory is hidden behind a panel 
in the wall. Electricity is from a ring main with fused 
socket outlets. The boiler is oil fired and thermo- 
statically controlled. 

Strong House & Garden colours are applied to the 
outside walls to contrast with the light matchboarding 
partition walls. In the living room the study (which 
doubles as a guest bedroom) has a Thames green wall 
and the dining area on the other side is flanked by a 
cornflower blue wall. To prevent the over use of 
colour from accentuating the ceiling height too much, 
the ceilings throughout the house are white. 

The photographs of the mock-up shown on these 
pages have backgrounds dubbed in but the furniture 
and nick-nacks are all there.

EY XHIBITING for the first time at the British Food 
B= Fair (at Olympia until September 15) the United 
States have placed on view some of their best pieces 
of equipment for saving the housewife drudgery. These 
are shown on Frigidaire’s Stand (the “Kitchen of 
Today”. which is a copy of a show piece at their 
Dayton, Ohio works. The kitchen, fully equipped. 
costs 1,835 dollars (£655). Of the appliances, which 
are all electric, only the cold pantry is obtainable here 
at the price of £320. This has two compartments 

the top one for foods in every day use and the lower 
for deep freeze. Both have automatic lighting and roll 
out shelves. The deep freezer holds 168lbs of food 
and is opened by a toe pedal. Ice which is made in 
trays on the floor of the freezer is turned out in cubes 
by a special ejector, The motor is underneath the

electric cooker, fridge, washing machine & clothes drier 


cabinet and defrosting is automatic. All the radiant 
tube surface plates on the cooker (price £125) are 
regulated from the control panel at the back; and by 
pre-selection the plate on the right maintains a con- 
stant temperature of the utensil on it. A small plate 
gets red-hot in 30 seconds. Double oven doors are 
side hung and open simultaneously at the same time 
drawing out the bottom shelf. 

The dishwasher which costs £107 is fully automatic 
and can cope with a dinner service for eight, washed 
and dried in 30 minutes. Water is switched off if the 
door is opened during washing. An agitator in the 
clothes washer (£115) “creates jet water actions” and 
laundry is rinsed and spun dried. The drier has heat 
control for complete drying, or rough drying for iron- 
ing. and costs £98,

HIS licensed house for Ushers Wiltshire Brewery 

was built in 1955 to serve a new estate of some 

600 dwellings developed by the architects for the 
Trowbridge Council. 


The site for the John Bull had been reserved by the 
Brewery Co. and provides space for a future skittle 
alley and an extension of the car-park. 


One of the requirements of the plan was that the 
servery should be a continuous one between the two 
bars, the off-licence counter and the hatch to the future 
skittle alley. The clients also wished to provide only 
one set of lavatories for the two bars. To make this 
possible the off-licence display window was separated 
from the sales counter and this arrangement is found 
to work perfectly well. There are flush doors at the 
back of the display window giving access for the 
arrangement of the window and the internal corridor 
is lit by portholes in the flush doors. 


The Private Bar is panelled in Olive Ash plywood 
with beech for the remainder of the joinery in this 
room. The Public Bar is panelled in English oak. All 
the panelling is finished with two coats of eggshell 
varnish rubbed down with flour paper. This was 
found to obscure the natural colour of the wood less 
than French polish or wax and produces a soft glaze 
with a good wearing surface. The ironmongery is in 
satin brass and the floors of the bars are finished in 
rubber. 


The roof is covered with Marley “Anglia” pantiles 
and the bricks are Proctor & Lavender’s Golden hand- 
made sand-faced. The windows to both bars are metal 
casements set in natural oak frames.

civil and engineering contractors, have opened a prototype house 
(first of 134) for inspection by prospective buyers. Two-storied and 
three bedroomed, it has a total floor area of 1,163 ft sq and will sell 
at £3,350 freehold. 


Aimed primarily at the white-collar-and-tie home hunter, the house 
has a very tight, but nevertheless workable plan with a living/dining 
area and kitchen on the ground and the bedrooms and bathroom 
above. Included in the ground floor is a 133 ft sq garage projecting 
partly out the front of the house. 


Bedrooms are small (main bedroom is 13ft x 12ft) but the small area 
is offset to some degree by built-in cupboards. The kitchen comes com- 
plete with a small refrigerator—sensibly raised to eye-level—sink and 
hot water boiler. This boiler also heats three radiators in the living 
area. By natural convection the warm air from the radiators and the 
chimney breast should circulate upstairs, via the open staircase. 


Ceiling heights are low: on the ground floor 8ft lin and the first 
floor 7ft 7in. Floor finishes mainly are Marley tiles. Outside walls 
are cavity construction; facing bricks with load bearing, 3in hollow 
clay blocks internally — a total thickness of 94in. Single-lap_ inter- 
locking concrete tiles are laid over felt on the timber roof trusses. 


The builders have concentrated on this detached house with its own 
small garden instead of terrace houses which are being built on many 
of the other sites around Ifield.

HE new Chapel of Ease at The Triangle, New 
Malden, has been built to meet the increasing need 
of the Parish. 

Owing to the building line restriction on two sides 
and the need to satisfy the rights of light of adjoining 
owners on the other two sides, the solution has resulted 
in a long and narrow plan accommodating 202 people. 
The Sacristy is placed behind the Sanctuary with a jib 
door leading to it through the Reredos. 

The building is constructed of steel portal frames 
cased in timber, with Ilin cavity walls with Ibstock 
facings, plastered in lime plaster internally and left 
undecorated. The roof is of pantiles on timber rafters 
supported on wooden purlins bolted to steel purlins,

with Anderson’s suspended ceiling with invisible fixing 
hung from it to provide good insulation and keep down 
heating costs. The heating is by an automatically con- 
trolled oil fired system. 

The church is lit chiefly from the big west window 
with small dormers in the steeply sloping roof to give 
good cross ventilation. These are operated with Arens 
control gear concealed in the walls. 


The choir is formed over the entrance vestibule, the 


latter being separated from the church by glazed doors 
and screen providing access for the faithful without 
exposing the church to danger of theft, as it is un- 
attended most of the day and on the outskirts of the 
Parish.

The lighting fittings are recessed into the void of the 
sloping roof but are easily accessible for cleaning and 
renewal. On one side of the vestibule are the Con- 
fessional and Font, with the Lady Chapel on the other. 

The floor of the Nave is finished in accotile, the 
vestibule in heather brown quarry tile, and the 
Sanctuary in cork. 

The church has been dedicated to St. Pius X. a very 
recent Pope. whose likeness has been worked in glass 
over the main west window. Quotations from his life 
have been used to decorate the lower panes over the 
entrance doors. The panels in the main entrance doors 
represent the Papal Keys and Tiara and were modelled 
in plaster and finished in gold and silver leaf and cased 
in glass. 

The Reredos is formed in plaster, the diaper pattern 
echoing the slope of the roof, with the Chalice and 
Host at the intersections--a reminder of the fact that 
St. Pius introduced the idea of frequent communion. 

The contract figure for the church including all 
fittings except chairs and Sanctuary furniture and 
Stations of the Cross, amounts to £12,848.

Main entrance doors 
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HAVE been looking at sanitary 
* appliances lately, and this resulted 
in the making of an examination of 
the B.S, in this field. These are the 
following: B.S.1188—Ceramic Lava- 
tory Basins. B.S.1206—Fireclay sinks. 
B.S.1213—Ceramic Washdown W.C. 
Pans. B.S.1229—Fireclay Wash Tubs 
and Sink and Tub Sets. B.S./M.O.E. 
-Fireclay Sanitary Equipment for 
Schools. B.S.1189—Cast Iron Baths. 


Between them these ___ British 
Standards at first appear to cover the 
range for domestic applications, to a 
measure the range for office and in- 
dustrial use, and a range for schools: 
but on close examination there are 
some serious Omissions. My reaction 
is that the whole range of British 
Standards needs to be examined, as 
they have been issued a long time, 
with a view to their extension to cover 
the many omissions and—which is of 
greater importance—to include proper 
quality clauses. The British Standards 
are good and useful as far as they go, 
but this is not really far enough to 
ensure that the specifier will get what 
he is expecting to see in his buildings. 


To a certain measure, it seems that 
there might be some increase in the 
ranges of articles covered. For 
example, the inclusion of a corner 
type basin, which is often so essential 
in cloakrooms and the like in domestic 
buildings, and also a range of equip- 
ment for schools in earthenware and 
in vitreous china, as far as it is 
possible to make such equipment in 
these materials. 


After this examination of the 
Standards, I can see little value in 
having separate documents for equip- 
ment for special types of building as 
at least part of the school equipment 
is equally applicable in other types 
of buildings. I would prefer to see 
one Standard for lavatory basins for 
all applications covering the several 
materials and types, so that a 
selection can be made from the one 
document. I would like also to see a 
B.S. for urinals covering all the types 
available and again without reference 
to a particular application, as many 
urinals suitable for schools are 
equally suitable for office buildings 
and factories. 


| would like the B.S.I. committee 
to consider the “Materials” clauses 
which appear in several of these 
standards, as they seem to be in- 
sufficiently precise. For example, the 
Materials clause in B.S.1206 says, in 
the first sentence,—‘The sink shall be 
made of fireclay, white inside and 
out, and fired at a temperature as to 
produce a satisfactorily fused glaze.”

There is no indication as to how to 
assess, if one wishes, what constitutes 
a “satisfactorily fused glaze”. Some 
glazes seem to chip easily and others 
not stand up to use nearly as well as 
others. In the second sentence it 
says,—"They shall be sound, of good 
workmanship, non-crazing and with- 
out dunts or other manufacturing 
fault affecting their utility, and shall 
be generally free from discolouration. 
Minor imperfections which do not 
affect the appearance or efficiency of 
the articles, shall not constitute valid 
reasons for rejection.” This clause 
seems to be, in fact, extremely diffi- 
cult to apply to articles submitted for 
approval. For example, how can one 
tell at an inspection, whether or not 
the material is non-crazing, as this is 
something which cannot be assessed 
visually; as to the dunts and other 
manufacturing faults, which presum- 
ably are surface variations, it would 
seem that even the slightest variation 
from the true surface could be said to 
affect their utility, since it increases 
the difficulty of keeping the surface 
adequately clean. With regard to free- 
dom from discoloration, I see no 
reason why the word “generally” is 
included, as surely one is not pre- 
pared to accept a sink which has 
discoloration on any of the sur- 
faces exposed when the article is 
installed. I am at a complete loss to 
know just what are “the minor im- 
perfections” which do not affect the 
appearance of a sink. By the nature 
of manufacture of this type of 
product, it is true that one must 
expect a certain amount of what is 
strictly imperfection, but would it not 
be better to endeavour to limit these 
by clear definition? In regard to the 
dimensions, tolerances and construc- 
tion, it would seem extremely desir- 
able to specify, perhaps by a dimen- 
sion or by a test, what constitutes 
“an acceptable fall to the outlet which 
will drain the sink completely”. 
Furthermore, the radius of the 
internal angles might be given as a 
minimum, as some sinks that I have 
seen are by no means easy to clean 
on this account. The greatest fault 
that I have noticed is the variation in 
shape of sinks, which arises from 
bowing of the sides, which is a point 
which does not seem to be covered 
at all in the British Standard, as the 
tolerances are given on certain overall 
dimensions only. Sinks which have 
bows in their sides or ends, and many 
seem to have this fault, complicate 
greatly the fixing of tiles, as one is 
left with an uneven margin between 
the tiles and the interior of the sink 
and bowing at the ends prevents 
fixing two sinks side by side; surely 
the sides and the ends should be

reasonably parallel so that the same 
dimension taken anywhere along the 
length or width does not differ by 
more than tin, and such an addition 
should be made to the existing clause. 


In regard to the main dimensions 
and types of sink a change which | 
feel would be desirable would be the 
inclusion of the fireclay sink with an 
integral draining-board, which one 
assumes has been developed in an 
attempt to meet the competition of 
the metal sink which overcomes the 
difficulty of the joint between the 
draining-board and the sink. I would 
also like to see the inclusion of sinks 
of less depth than 10 inches overall, 
since if sinks are not used for laundry 
purposes, and many certainly are not, 
there would appear to be little justi- 
fication for the 10 inch depth. Many 
metal sinks are made with a less 
inside depth than the 8 to 84 inches 
which results from the overall 10 inch 
depth, and I have yet to hear com- 
plaints that these less depths are un- 
satisfactory in use. Also are over- 
flows necessary, especially the slot 
type which almost guarantees a smell 
as they are so hard to keep clean? 


In regard to B.S.1213 for ceramic 
washdown W.C. pans, there is still a 
need to bring certain of the dimen- 
sions closer together. For example, 
the dimensions from the centre of 
fixing holes for seats from the rim 
at the back of the pan, ought to be 
a single fixed dimension which would 
assist greatly the manufacturers of 
seats. A point which needs urgent 
attention is a difficulty which arises 
from the difference in the outside 
diameters of the outlets of pans, as 
at the moment the B.S. fixes the in- 
ternal diameter, but owing to the 
variation required for the thickness 
of the ware in different materials the 
outside diameters vary considerably; 
these differences necessitate the 
carrying of stocks of two sizes of 
cutlet on connectors made in all 
materials. I think also the BS. 
should now include the type of pan 
made without a flushing rim. The B.S. 
badly needs the addition of a per- 
formance test to ensure that the pans 
flush properly. I doubt very much 
that it would be a difficult test to 
devise, in conjunction with a flushing 
cistern and flushpipe complying with 
B.S.1125; such a test is very neces- 
sary as there still seem to be suites 
which do not cleanse as well as they 
should with the 2-gallon flush nor- 
mally permitted. 


As to the B.S. basins, those shown in 
B.S./M.O.E. 1-7 ought to be incor- 
porated in B.S.1188 so that both weir 
and slot overflows are provided to 
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meet the needs of offices, factories, | 
schools and houses. At the same time | 
the more modern types of basin now 
used in several sizes for schools and 
factories ought to be incorporated 
especially, as the small children’s 
type now shown in B.S./M.O.E. 1-7 is 
not nearly so nice to look at as the 
newer ones, 


On the subject of urinals for 
schools covered in B.S./M.O.E. 1-7 
provision should be made for slab and 
bowl types as these are so very widely 
used. I realise that many sanitary 
authorities do not greatly like the 
bowl type but since they are now 
almost always installed against 
reasonably impervious walls in room 
having floors which can be washed 
down easily I do not feel they are so 
undesirable as is sometimes suggested. 


I have long felt there should be a B.S. 
range of colours for sanitary fittings 
as an aid to the matching of products 
purchased from different manufac- 
turers since the use of coloured 
fittings has greatly increased, except 
in minimum cost housing. 


The B.S. for baths might well be 
extended to cover a smaller size than 
the present minimum of Sft 6in long. 
There seems to be a large use of the 
smaller sizes, even in countries like 
the U.S.A., which has high standards 
of hygiene, as they have the advan- 
tage of a considerably smaller demand 
for hot water which is often so scarce 
in those dwellings depending on 
electric immersion heaters and other 
forms of water heaters without large 
storage capacities. | have lately heard 
many complaints about the quality of 
the vitreous enamel used on baths. 
The present clause on this subject in 
B.S. 1189 is insufficient as a protec- 
tion of the purchaser and should be 
amended to specify test requirements 
for gloss, opacity, acid and alkali 
resistance, and resistance to abrasion. 
There should be no difficulty to set 
down standards for the enamel as 
this has already been done in the 
B.S. for metal basins and sinks by 
quoting from the B.S. for testing 
vitreous enamel. 


A point which the B.S.I. committee 
concerned with basins should also} 
bear in mind is the increasing use of | 
a single tap providing water at a| 
controlled temperature. To use a basin | 
with two tap holes, one of which is 
blanked off, looks very untidy. Would | 
it not .be possible to agree a position | 
for the tap for all basins requiring | 
only one tap?
